The cotton garment and shirt in- 
dustries today submitted new codes 
of fair competition to the Recov- 
ery Administration and a hearing 
was called for both jointly on Aug. 
2. The International Association of 
Garment Manufacturers proposed a 
40-hour work wek with wages of 
30 cents an hour in the South and 
32% cents in the North, with ex- 
ceptions to the minimum wage for 
no more than 8 per cent of the to- 
ta] labor, in learners, cleaners and 
outside: employe classes. The 40- 
hour week would be averaged over 
a 12 months period, with special 
provision for peak seasonal em- 
ployment. 

The Shirt Institute, Inc., called 
for minimum wages of $11 in the 
South and $12 in the North for a 
40-hour week. Child labor, prison 
and institutional] labor were banned 
from the shirt trade and prohibi- 
tion also was put into the code 
against persons being hired to work 
at home.

The President’s address served 
clear warning that selfish interest 
is not going to be let stand in the 
way of the re-employment drive, 
and that he is satisfied the blanket 
agreement is fair to all.

“But we shall use them to the 
limjt to protect the willing from the 
laggard and to make the plan suc- 
ceed.” 

With this statement he joined the 
following: 

“You can look on every employ- 
er who adopts the plan as one who 
is doing his part, and those em- 
ployers deserve well of everyone 
who works for a living. It will be 
clear to you, as it is to me, that, 
while the shirking employer may 
undersell his competitor, the saving 
he thus makes is made at the ex- 
pense of his country’s welfare.” 

For the Roll of Honor. 
It was a deliberate urging to 
patronize only establishments on 
the “roll of honor.” those that have 
the right to display the blue eagle 
with the legend: “We do our part.” 

The President needed a number 
of requests for a word to labor 
against stirring up strife: 

“While we are maxing this great 
common effort there should be no 
discord and dispute. This is no 
time to cavil or to question the 
standard set by this universal agree- 
ment. It is time for patience and 
understanding and co-operation. 

“The workers of this country 
have rights under this law which 
cannot be taken away from them, 
and nobody will be permitted to 
whittle them away but, on the oth- 
er hand, no aggression is now nec¢- 
essary to attain those rights.”

Some of the other salient points 
in the President's appeal follow:

Workmen were employed today 
clearing out wreckage from the in- 
terior of a residence at 5836 De 
Giverville avenue occupied until 
Monday by Mrs. Lillian C. Holm 
and her son, Cecil, 32 years old. 

Discovery of the wrecked interior 
and damaged exterior of the house 
was made Monday by Deputies John 
Christmann and Jule Lestman of 
Justice of the Peace Moore's court 
who went there to evict Mrs. Holm 
and her son after a judgment had 
been made in an unlawful detainer 
suit in favor of the Leado Invest- 
ment Co. 

The deputies found that plaster- 
ing had been torn from all the 
walls, fixtures were removed, bul- 
lets had been fired through the 
walls, and that the floors were 
ankle deep in plaster, dust and 
scraps of paper.

MISS M'ELROY POINTS

OL MAN'S WIFE 


Mrs. Charles F. Urschel 
Says She Will Deal With 
Husband’s Abductors Her- 
self if Necessary.

. OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., July 25. 
—“I will deal with you myself,” 
was the message -which Mrs. 
Charles F. Urschel asked the press 
today to offer the criminals who 
kidnaped her husband, a million- 
aire oil man, from the family home 
Saturday night. 

To her husband, if the kidnapers 


allow him to read newspapers, Mrs. 
Urschel asked that this message 
be sent: “I am not prostrated. We 
are doing everything that is human- 
ly possible to bring about your re- 
turn.” 

Mrs. Urschel sat in the sun par- 
lor of her mansion—the same room 
from which two men abducted her 
busband Saturday night. She said: 
“We have let the kidnapers know 
in every way we can that we are 
ready to negotiate with them. I 
want you +o tell them that they 
can get in touch with any one of 
the men here in the house, 

Says Police are Off Case. 

“If they don’t want to do that, 
tell them that I will deal with them 
myself. And I can do it. 

“Tell them the officers will re- 
main completely away from’ the 
case. Tell them they are not even 
keeping a secret watch on the 
house. They can safely get into 
touch with us. 

“He must knov it already, but 
I would like for Charles to know 
that we are going about this as 
calmly end as quietly as we can. 
We are doing everything possible. 

“T want them to believe me when 
I say we will make no effort to 
run them down or to prosecute. I 
want nothing but the return of 
Charles, unharmed.” 

R. H. Colvin, chief of the United 
States Bureau of Investigation 
here, ordered a 24-hour recess in 
the hunt, commenting: “Our only 
interest at this time is the safe re- 
turn of Mr. Urschel.” 

Officers on Secret Trip. 

Before the investigation was halt- 
ed, Deputy Sheriff William Eads 
and two other deputies sped away 
on a secret trip. 

“We are working on some defi- 
nite leads, but there’s nothing we 
can make public yet,” Eads said.

Seeligson, brother-in-law of Slick, 
as was Urschel before the death of 
his first wife. was hastening here 
by train from North Carolina. 

Urschel and a friend, Walter R. 
Jarrett, were kidnaped from the 
Urschel home as they were playing 
bridge with their wives. Jarrett 
later wae released and was report- 
ed to have identified a police pho- 
tograph as that of one of the kid- 
napers.

projectionists, camera men and 
still-camera men. 

The producers replied promptly 
by advertising for workers to sup- 
plant those on strike. 

Eleven studios signed the adver- 
tisements. Production at two of 
these h stopped altogether, but 
the Hal Roach plant hoped to re- 
sume work today and Columbia, 
the other .one, planned if possible 
to start the cameras turning again 
tomorrow. Columbia has been dark 
for three weeks because of a sound 
technicians’ strike at that pliant. 

Patrick Casey, producers’ spokes- 
man, said & dispute between the 
alliance of stage employes, and the 
international Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers had caused all the 
trouble as the American Federation 
of Labor had failed to establish 
jurisdiction of either organization 
over the sound men.

E. G. Steger, director of Citizens 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment, today said the committee 
was alarmed at the prospect that 
Federal relief funds, which pro- 
vided 71 per cent of the $3,670,558 
expended for relief in St. Louis and 
the county duving the first half of 
the year, may not be available 
henceforth in the same degree. 

The néew Federal Relief Admin- 
istration, of which Harry Hopkins 
is director, has tentatively allotied 
$600,000 to St. Louis for July, Au- 
gust and September, about half the 
amount the committee had re- 
quested. 

Hopkins has been emphatic 
about his purpose to require Stares 
and cities to assume a full share 
of the relief burden. In pointed 
language he has notified at ‘east 
two States, Kentucky and Ohio. 
that no more Federal relief funds 
will be available to them until they 
have taken some action to draw 
further on their own resources. 

Missouri, Steger said, is one of 
the States on Hopkins’ delinquent 
list. The last Legislature appro- 
priated $250,000 for relief, but that 
appropriation, regarded by some as 
the State’s constitutional limit for 
such purposes, has not been 
touched. 

The Missouri Relief and Recon- 
struction Commission, appointed by 
the Governor several months ago, 
met yesterday at Hotel Jefferson 
with Mayor Dickmann, Steger and 
others to consider what would be 
done about the situation. 

It was announced that no defi- 
nite action had been taken, but Ste- 
ger said today he thought a special 
session of the Legislature would be 
“unavoidable.” The untouched 
$250,000 appropriation would be not 
much more than a drop in the 
bucket, since the relief expendi- 
tures of St. Louis alone have been 
more than twice that each month. 

Steger said relief leaders would 
attempt to draft a definite plan of 
what action the State should take 
to meet requirements of the Fed- 
eral Relief Administration, and 
would place it before the Governor 
within a week or 10 days.

CITY AUTO LICENSE FEES

WASHINGTON, July 25.—An al- 
lotment of $19,801,648 for public 
works, including $6,971,648 for Fed- 
‘eral buildings, is announced by Sec- 
retary of Interior Ickes. 

It increased total allotments from 
the $3,300,C00,000 public works ap- 
-propriation to $773,802,836. 

The public building money went 
to 14 postoffices in nine states. The 
rest of the distribution included: 

$6,000,000 for 23 War Department 
ordnance establishments which 
Ickes said would retain 7122 em- 
ployes on the payroll. 

$5,000,000 for soil erosion work 
under the Agriculture Department, 
to be allotted to states in propor- 
tion to their cultivated areas as 
shown by the 1930 census. 

$1,555,000 to complete flood con- 
trol] dams on the Winooska River 
in Vermont. 

$325,000 for the Panama Canal 
Zone. 

Buildings “Needed Now.” 

Ickes said: 

“All the buildings in this list have 
been approved by the Postoffice 
Department, the Treasury Depart- 
ment and designated by the Direc- 
tor of the Budget as needed now, 
and approved by the special board 
of public works with the sanction 
of the President. 

“Proposed additional public build-{ 
ings are being carefully considered 
by the administretion to determine 
whether they are needed now to 
save the Government money and 
whether they meet the other quali- 
fications: required for projects re- 
ceiving allotments of public works 
money.” 

Ickes announced also two reso- 
lutions of general policy adopted by 
the Cabinet Board. 

“The board adopted a_ resolu- 
tion,” the secretary said, “that it 
was the sense of the board that in 
local projects local labor be used 
as far as possible, and that as far 
as possible building material, stone 
and so forth, of that state and area 
be used. 

“The board also resolved that no 
projects approved by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation can 
come before this board until the 
R. F. C. has rescinded its approval, 
and then the projects must be sub- 
mitted to the state boards.” 

Price to Be Factor. 

Regarding the use of local labor 
and materials, Ickes said clauses 
probably would be written into con- 
tracts stating this to be the Gov- 
ernment’s policy, but that the price 


factor would enter into its applica- 


tion. 

“We would not be justified in 
paying too much,” he explained. 

The board directed that the $5,- 
000,000 soil erosion program be com- 
pleted by Nov. 1, 1934. 

“The soil conservation plan,” the 
board said, “provides for the prac- 
tice of terracing which agricultural 
engineers have found to be the 
most effective means of controlling 
erosion. The Government wil] sup- 
ply the technical direction and ter- 
racing equipment and the land own- 
ers the power and labor. 

“In addition to the $5,000,000 
spent by the Government it is esti- 
mated that more than twice that 
amount will be spent by land own- 
ers on labor and power in carry- 
ing out the work.

After ‘adjournment of the histori- 
cal special session of the Congress 
five weeks ago I purposely re- 
frained from addressing you for 

jtwo very good reasons. 

First, I think that we all wanted 
the opportunity of a little quiet 
thought to examine and assimilate 
in a mental picture the crowding 
events of the hundred days which 
had*been devoted to the starting of 
the wheels of the new deal. 

Secondly, I wanted a few weeks 
in which to set up the new admin- 
istrative organization and to see 
the first fruits of our careful plan- 
ning. ’ 

I think it will interest you if I 
set forth the fundamentals of this 
planning for national recovery; and 
this I am very certain will make it 
abundantly clear to you that all 
of the proposals and all of the 
legislation since the fourth day of 
March have not been just a collec- 
tion of haphazard schemes but 
rather the orderly component parts 
of a connected and logical whole. 

Long before Inauguration day I 
became convinced that individual 
effort and local effort and even 
disjointed Federal effort had failed 
and of necessity would fail and, 
therefore, that a rounded leader- 
ship by the Federal Government 
had become a necessity both of 
theory and of fact.

ral Products Must Not Up- 
| get Balance Between Sup- 
ply. and Demand.

RALEIGH, N. C., July 3. — A 
warning that the administration 
will seek to prevent extremely high 
prices as well as extremely low 
prices for agricultural products, 
was given here last night by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace in 
an address to the American Inati- © 
tute of Co-operation. 

Referring to the British opera- 
tions of a few years ago, whereby 
the price of crude rubber was 
stimulated from 14 cents to more 
than $1 a pound, only to slump 
later under increased production 
inspired by the high price, Wallace 
said. 

“What was true of rubber, can 
also be true of fruit, of tobacco, 
of cotton, or most anything else. 
Production control, yes; but prices 
must not be stimulated to go so 
high as to unbalance the supply, 
and demand situation.” 

Under the Farm Adjustment Act, 
he said, it was mandatory that 
prices be sought for agricultural 
products that will maintain a “fair. 
exchange basis with prices of the 
things the farmer buys.” 

“This last point, it seems to me, 
is of the utmost importance,” he 
continued. “If the machinery of 
the Farm Act can prevent them, 
the dangers of extreme prices in 
either direction will be avoided, 
There ought not to be anything 
comparable to rubber at a dollar a 
pound.” 

Wallace discussed part efforts of 
co-operative agricultural organiza- 
tions to increase prices for their 
members by reducing the spread 
between prices at the farm and to 
the consumer, and by limiting sup- 
plies.

Then came the part of the prob- 
lem that concerned the credit of 
the individual citizens themselves. 
You and I know of the banking 
crisis and of the great danger to 
the savings of our people. On 
March 6 every national bank was 
closed. One month later 90 per 
cent of the deposits in the national 
banks had been made available to 
the depositors. Today only about 
5 per cent of the deposits in na- 
tional banks are still tied up. The 
condition relating to state banks, 
while not quite so good on.a per- 
centage basis, is showing a steady 
reduction in the total of frozen de- 
posits—a result much better than 
we had expected three months ago. 

Relief for Debtors. 

The problem of the credit of the 
individual was made more difficult 
beeause of another fact. The dol- 
lar was a different dollar from the 
one with which the average debt 
had been incurred. For this rea- 
son large numbers of people were 
actually losing possession of and 
title to their farms and homes. All 
of you know the financial steps 
which have been taken to correct 
this ‘inequality. In addition, the 
Home Loan Act, the Farm Loan 
Act and the Bankruptcy Act were

The recent pell-mell rush into securities shows 
that the burnt child does not dread the fire. Thou- 
sands hastened to ‘one more crack at the market, 
under the ill that they could easily recoup in 
1933 the lossés which they suffered in 1929. The 
greedy and gullible again embarked upon the quest 
of something for nothing. The shorn lambs returned 
to the shearing. The gambler who failed to learn his 
lesson in the Hoover market thought that, with 
Roosevelt, continuously rising prices were at last 
assured. It was inevitable that the excesses of this 
speculative mania should correct themselves. 

A by-product of the gambling spirit is the naive 
notion that the man who buys on margin for a rise 
is a patriot, while the man who sells short for a fall 
is an enemy of society; that the state should encour- 
age mounting prices, act to check declines. Senator 
Thomas of Oklahoma had something of the sort in 
mind when he wired the head of the New York Stock 
Exchange demanding the adoption of rules which 
would limit security losses. .The exchange, similarly, 
finds itself able to handle its business in a five-hour 
day when the market is rising; is forced by the pres- 
sure of work in the falling market to reduce its hours 
to three. The Government, likewise, displayed no un- 
easiness while commodity prices doubled, tripled and 
quadrupled. But it moved quickly to suspend future 
trading when prices turned downward. The Chicago 
Board of Trade now rules that no sales may be made 
below last Thursday’s closing price; that fluctuations 
in the wheat pit must be limited to 8 cents per bushel 
per day. The logical culmination of such an attitude 
would be the creation of a national Monte Carlo, in 
which everybody would win; nobody ever lose. 

There can be no question that speculative excesses 
endanger the recovery program. Rapidly rising price 
levels make industry doubt the necessity of increas- 
ing wages and reducing hours. They cause farm- 
ers to question the need of curtailing output. They 
dissipate the energy which should be devoted to pro- 
ductive activity. They lead toward a reaction which 
might be so pronounced as to shatter confidence and 
undo the work of revival. 

It requires courage, nonetheless, to check a buoy- 
ant mafket. Rising values intoxicate. Hope springs 
eternal that they will persist. It is understandable 
that Government should hesitate to apply the brakes. 
But apply them it must if industry is not to crash. 
The stock ticker is a poor guide to public policy. Its 
hypnotic influence brought the Coolidge-Hoover dy- 
nasty to grief. The New Deal cannot afford to run 
the same risk. 

The administration must control, not only the fall- 
ing market, but the rising market. It must not per- 
mit speculation again to get out of hand. If infla- 
tionary talk drives the community into the specula- 
tive markets, it must soft-peda! inflation. If a fluctu- 
ating currency promotes gambling more than it pro 
motes business, it must stabilize the currency. It 
must use its power over central banking policy to 
check the diversion of credit to speculative uses. It 
must even, if necessary, call upon the licensing pow- 
ers to bring the exchanges under direct control. 

Recovery will be wrought by the hand that swings 
the hammer and the hoe, not by the hand that rolls 
the dice. 
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MISSOURI GETS GOING. 

Formal machinery to ratify the repeal amendment 
in Missouri was put in'motion today with the issuance 
of the Governor's official proclamation. Precinct 
mass meetings are scheduled for tomorrow, the county 
and senatorial district conventions for Thursday and 
Friday. This wholly unnecessary part of the pro- 
cedure becomes even more meaningless now that the 
organized drys have quit the field. With the adher- 
ents of the Anti-Saloon League of- Missouri ignoring 
the mass meetings, it seems probable that compara- 
tively few anti-repeal’ delegates will be nominated. 
That being the case, persons interested in eliminating 
needless governmental costs will wish the drys had 
only surrendered sooner. Were the arrangements to 
forego, by common consent, mass meetings and nom- 
inating conventions, Missouri would stand to be ahead 
in time and money. Delegates could then be ap 
pointed as provided for in the event of vacancies. The 
identity of the delegates makes no difference, since 
they must follow the will of the electorate. All that 
matters is the State-wide election, Aug. 19, when Mis- 
souri will become the twenty-second state to vote to 
take prohibition out of the Constitution. 
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FROM MAGELLAN TO WILEY POST. 

Wiley Post’s achievement ef flying around the 
world in seven days, 18 hours and 50 minutes is the 
latest record in terrestria] circumnavigation, which 
has lured the most daring since man discovered that 
his planet was round. The pioneer globe-girdler was 
the party of Fernando Magellan, which took 1083 days, 
almost three years, in 1519-21, to make the circuit. 
The commander himself did not survive the journey, 
and the honor went to 32 of his men. Sir Francis 
Drake lowered the first record when, in 1580, his 
squadron returned to Plymouth, England, 1052 days 
after its departure. : 

When the steamship and locomotive arrived, a few 
centuries later, globe-girdling was speeded up tre- 
mendously. Jules Verne, writing in 1872, strained 
his imagination to send Phileas Fogg around the 
world in 80 days. His readers were still marveling 
over that when Nellie Bly, a New York reporter, in 
1889 cut eight days off the fictional record. The 
next few decades saw other travelers by train and 
ship studying their time tables, each making the 
journey a few days shorter. The Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road, on its completion, became a great help to this 
sport, until, in 1913, John Henry Mears brought the 
time down to 35 days, 21 hours. Planes then suc 
ceeded trains on the overland legs, and the record 
fell still farther. Mears and C. B. Collyer, in 1928, 
brought it down to 24 days end 15 hours. That'stood 
until] the next year, when the Graf Zeppelin calmly 
flew the circuit in 21 days, 7 hours. Post and Gatty

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BARGAINS IN OUTWORN IDEAS. 

About nine years ago one Andrew Mellon, then 
Secretary of the Treasury, wrote a book called “Tax- 
ation, the People’s Business.” It was a smal] book, 
but his admirers said that it contained the financial 
wisdom of the ages. At any rate, many an American 
parted with $1.25 to read the words of the spokes- 
man of the new economic era. 

Since then, Mr. Mellon served eight years more as 
Secretary of the Treasury, completing a period of 
service in that office longer than that of an, man 
since the days of Gallatin. He then took the blue- 
ribbon post of American diplomacy—the ambassador- 
ship at the Court of St. James’s. 
prevented further literary efforts, and the little book 
had the makings of a collector’s item for which bib- 
liophiles would pay record figures at auction. 

But not so. The promise of the chickens and the 
automobilés that would grace the American home 
if Mr. Mellon and his colleagues were retained in 
office has long since become a bitter jest. Conse- 
quently, no American home is too poor to be without 
“Taxation, the People’s Business,” since it takes but 
one thin dime to buy a new copy of that erstwhile 
classic at the bargain counter. : 
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MORE WORK FOR CONGRESS. 

Good news continues to come from Washington. 
Now we hear that the administration has planned 
for the next session of Congress a program of legis- 
lation quite as ambitious as that which passed the. 
last one. . / 

The Glass-Steagall Act of the last session provided 
for a moderate extension of branch banking by per- 
mitting national banks to establish branches in 
states, nine in number, where state banks are allowed 
to do so. It afforded a moderate stimulus to banking 
unification by the creation of a system of deposit 
guarantees. But these provisions, though desirable 
4s far as they go, are not adequate to accomplish 
the degree of unification which is required for really 
eound banking. Next year’s banking bill, it is now 
intimated, will go on to the creation of a strong 
‘national system into which all banks, private, state 
and Federal, will be absorbed. 

The new Securities Act committed the Fe@eral Gov- 
ernment to the policy of protecting the small inves- 
tor. But it did nothing to compel continuing pub- 
licity of corporate accounts, to prevent deliberate 
manipulation of the exchanges or to check the 
abuses of the holding company device, These are 
the problems which must.be attacked in the further 
extension of Federal contro] of corporate activity. 

The creation of a Federal Co-ordinator of Trans- 
portation to eliminate wastes, reduce costs and pre- 
vent railroad bankruptcies was admittedly a tem- 
porary expedient. The new transportation bill may 
be expected to compel rail consolidation; to extend 
Federal regulation to transportation by highways, by 
waterways and by air. The new Food and Drug 
Act, which has already been drafted, will expand 
Federal control to cover cosmetics and mechanical 
devices, compe] truthful advertising and apply strin- 
gent supervision over the production and sale of 
food and drug products. The probable provisions of 
the new tax law have not yet been disclosed, but 
it-must close the avenues of avoidance which have 
been revealed by the recent Senate investigation. | 
. Such is the promised program. It is not to be 
expected that it cam be put through Congress as 
quickly and as easily as was tHe administration pro- 
gram in the special session. It will not hgve behind 
it the compulsion of the financial emergency. It 
cannot be driven through with the whip of patronage. 
It will inevitably evoke powerful opposition. Its suc 
cessful enactment will require the President to bring 
into play all his powers of political leadership. He

AST week's decline on the stock mar- 
ket, as measured by the New York Her- 
ald Tribune’s index, erased ali the gains 
since the lows of June 16.

If all that happened on the exchanges was 
that the lambs were shorn, one might say 
that gamblers must take their losses. But 
this form of gambling which we indulge in 
is far more dangerous than horse-racing, or 
roulette, or poker or the nationa) lotteries 
which are common in other countries. Our 
gambling is inextricably entangled with busi- 
ness and agriculture, and, whenever it be- 
comes serious, it endangers the whole sys- 
tem by Which men earn their living.

great common purpose by seeking 
selfish advantage. There are ade- 
quate penalties in the law, but I 
am now asking the co-operation 
that comes from opinion and from 
conscience. These are the only in- 
struments we shall use in this great 
summer offensive against unem- 
ployment. But we shall use them 
to the limit to protect the willing 
from the laggard and to make the 
plan stcceed. 
+ In war, in the gloom of night 
attack, soldiers wear a bright 
badge on their shoulders to be sure 
that comrades do not fire on com- 
gades. On that principle, those who 


know each other at a glance. That 
is why we have provided a badge 
of honor for this purpose, a simple 
design with a legend, “We Do Our 
Part,” and I ask that all those who 
join with me shall display that 
badge prominently. It is essential 
to our purpose. 

Already all the great, basic in- 
dustries have come forward will- 
ingly with proposed codes; and in 
these codes they accept the princi- 
ples leading to mass re-employ- 
ment. But, important as is this 
heartening demonstration, the rich- 
est field for results is among the 
small employers, those whose con- 
tribution will give new work for 
from one to 10 people. These 
esmaller employers are indeed a 
vital part of the backbone of the 
country, and the success of our 
plans lies largely in their hands. 


Roll of Honor in Postoffices. 


Already the telegrams and let- 
ters are pouring into the White 
House—messages from employers 
who ask that their names be placed 
on this special roll of honor. They 
represent great corporations and 
companies, and partnerships and in- 
dividuals. I ask that even before 
the dates set in the agreements 
which we have sent out, the em- 
ployers of the country who have 
not already done so—the big fellows 
and the little fellows—shall at once 
write or telegraph to me personally 
at the White House, expressing 
their intention of going through 
with the plan. And it is my pur- 
pose to keep posted in the postof- 
fice of every town, a roll of honor 
of all those who join with me. 

I want to take this occasion to 
say to the 24 Governors who are 
now in conference in San Francis- 
co, that nothing thus far has helped 
in strengthening this great move- 
ment more than their resolutions 
adopted at the very outset of their 
meeting, giving this plan their in- 
stant and unanimous approval, and 
pledging to support it in mer 
states. 

To the men and women whese 
lives have been darkened by the 
fact or the fear of unemployment, 
I am justified in saying a word of 
encouragement because the codes 
and the agreements already ap- 
proved, or about to be passed up- 
on, prove that the plan does raise 
wages, and that it does put people 
back to work. You can look on 
every employer who adopts the 
plan as one who is doing his part, 
and those employers deserve well 
of everyone who works for a liv- 
ing. It will be clear to you, as it 
is to me, that while the shirking 
employer may undersell his com- 
petitor, the saving he thus nfakes 
is made at the expense of his coun- 
try’s welfare. 

Labor Rights Without Aggression. 

While we are making this great 
common effort there should be no 
discord and dispute. This is no 
time to cavil or to question the 
standard set by this univer :] 
agreement. It is time for patience 
and understanding and co-opera- 
tion. The workers of this countrv 
have rights under this law which 
cannot be taken from them, and 
nobody will be permitted to whit- 
tle them away but, on the other 
hand, no aggression is now neces- 
sary to attain those rights. The 
whole country will be united to get 
them for you. The principle that 
applies to the employers applies to 
the workers as well, and I ask you 
workers to co-operate in the same 
spirit. 

When Andrew Jackson, “Old 
Hickory,” died, someone asked, 
“Will he go to heaven,” and the 
answer was, “He will if he wants 
to.” If I am asked whether the 
American people will pull them: 
selves out of this depression, I an- 
ewer, “They will if they want to.” 
The essence of the plan is a uni- 
versal limitation of hours of work 
per week for any individual by 
common consent, and a universal!

This Is the Time of Year 
When Ladies Buy Their

HE selection of a fur coat in 
August is one of the most diffi- 
cult tasks that a fashionable St. 
Louisan must undertake. But the 
August fur sales with their per- 
centage reductions over later prices 
have proved their merits and a 
woman who has her husband's 
purse strings attached to her heart 
sallies forth in spite of the weather. 


Whether her selection is good or 
bad often depends upon the earn- 
estness of the saleswoman who 
serves her and upon the good faith 
of the store where she buys her furs. 
Her knowledge of new style trends 
is certain to’ be limited. Her interest 
in any merchandise depending so 


coat does, is certain to be dis- 
tracted. In fact, so many odds are 
against her that she is a wise pur- 
chaser indeed who feels on the first 
day of December that her choice of 
the first day of August couldn't 
have been better. 


This story is written in an effort 
to be of service to women who are 
“all at sea” about fur trends. To 
visit all of the stores and inspect 
their collections is too much to ex- 
pect of them in the middle of the 
summer, even though at least sev- 
eral hundred dollars are at stake. 
So the artist and I have done a bit 
of scouting. We have viewed fur 
coats of many types and we have 
learned what the leading style fur- 
riers think of this one and that 
one. What we discovered about 
the predicted. popularity of certain 
furs, about silhouettes and lengths 
and trimmings is presented in the 
following paragraphs in the hope 
that it may make the purchase of 
fur coats in August a little easier 
for the average St. Louis woman. 

Buying a fur coat isn’t quite like 
buying a cloth coat. The former 
is expected to do service much

much upon cold weather as a fur . 


longer than the latter. The quick 
change of a style leaves the fur 
coat wearer disheartened. So the 
purchaser of furs tries to make her 
selection with caution. What kind 
of fur she chooses depends largely 
upon her needs and her own per- 
sonal preference. If she wants a 
coat that not only will give good 
service, but will stay long in style 
and be flattering on many occa- 
sions she probably chooses Hudson 
seal, mink, caracul 
lamb. Which of these she prefers 
depends largely upon her pocket- 
book. If she wants a utility coat 
she probably will decide upon 
muskrat, and if she does she may 
be glad to know that shorn musk- 
rat in its new soft colorings is de- 
cidedly smart again this season. 


HE young girl who likes her 
T furs to be a bit splashy may 
want ocelot or leopard.

wool linings. The broadtail coat is 
popular and is very flattering. Lap- 
in has had such a rage the last few 
years that furriers are putting it 
somewhat in the background now, 
but they admit that it will have to 
be produced. No popular-priced fur 
has been offered to sunstitute for 
it, and those with little money to 
spend find it a practical buy. 

Black fur coats are expected to 
lead the early demand, but sev- 
eral St. Louis furriers look for a 
later interest in brown and the 
lighter shades. They point out that 
black has been dominant for sev- 
eral years and that the _ fashion 
cycle should be singing soon. 
Very flattering lighter furs are on 
display, including the aristocratic 
summer ermine for the woman 
who does not have to count her 
dollars. 

The most important news this 
season concerns coat lengths and 
silhouettes. The prevalence of wide 


shoulders in summer and early fall 
styles has its influence upon fur 
fashions and we see many coats 
with that wide look at the top. 
Some introduce drop shoulders, 
some have wide yokes and others 
merely have wide armholes. Scarf 
collars add flattering touches to 
both tailored and dressy coats. 
Some of these scarfs are so wide 
that they may be thrown about the 
shoulders, suggesting tiny capes. 
The Ascot scarf is another impor- 
tant neckline feature. A woman 
who wants a very conservative coat, 
however, will find the high, round 
and shawl collars available. 


The length for the coming season 
is largely a question of individual 
choice. The silhouettes presented 
as the background of the illustra- 
tion that accompanies this story 
emphasize the great variety of 
lengths. You will note that they 
vary from the hip length to full 
length. The short jacket so popu- 
lar last winter is to be replaced 
somewhat with the boxy, finger-tip

length which is considered smart- 
er. Next we have the trotteur 
length, then several versions of the 
swagger, and last the full length.

She 
holds in her hand a sketch of one 
of the capes which promise to be 
popular for autumn. This one is 
so enveloping that it could be worn 
on mild days all winter. It is of 
mink, often termea the aristocrat 
of furs, and is cut so that it drapes 
gracefully. There is a tiny collar 
which rolls slightly. Inside pockets 
serve as individua: muffs for the 
hands, and hold the cape in place 
but if the wearer prefers not to use 
them the cape may be fastened. 


At the right of the figure is 
shown a youthful coat which is 


belted. This happens to be black, 
Hudson seal Put that doesn’t mean 
that it wouldn’t be equally attrac- 
tive of other furs. It is a full 
length model and has a small col- 
lar that can be worn either down 
or standing. Knotched lapels give 
a boyish aspect to the front of the 
coat. The belt is of black patent 
leather with a tricky fastening. 
Black and silver buttons contribute 
a bright touch. 


Slightly above to the right is 
shown a luxurious full length coat 


of summer ermine. It has many in- 
teresting features including its 
swagger lines, its small scarf col- 
lay with pointed ends and raglan 
sleeves gathered into tight cuffs 
just below the elbow.
